The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the primary reason for 
the allowance is the including, in combination with other limitations recited in the claims, the 
limitations of A stator for use in a permanent magnet machine, a stator comprising: a frame 
having an outer peripheral edge and an inner peripheral edge extending about a central axis; a 
plurality of stator teeth each extending along a radial axis from the frame's inner peripheral edge 
toward the central axis; and at least one permanent magnet located at least partly within one of 
the stator teeth; wherein said one permanent magnet has a pole surface oriented at an oblique 
angle relative to the radial axis along which said one of the stator teeth extends. 
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Comparing to the prior-art of the record, none of the prior art references of the record, 
either stand-alone or in combination, has taught or suggest the above-mentioned features in 
combination with other limitations recited in the claims.
